Fach wood she designs is unique. For a modest fee of $25.00 she designs both sides 
of the wood, producing camera-ready copy. Depending upon the customers preference she 
will either order the wood from Jim Deluney or give the design to the customer who then 
places the order directly. Carolyn designed the series of woods for the Travenol Sports 
Series (see March Timber Talk) and the Travenol Project X (see February Timber Talk). 
One of her most interesting woods was the one designed for Sandra Bartlett, a local real 
estate salesperson. In addition to the usual information, one side depicts the front of 
a house, and the other depicts the back of the same house. Our second guest speaker was 
Sandra Bartlett. She briefly spoke on why she had a wooden business card produced. 
Everyone in the real estate business has the standard business card. A wooden nickel is 
a different and isn't likely to be tossed into the garbage. Thus her name remains 
prominent and is remembered. Both Carolyn and Sandra handed out their personal woods at 
the conclusion of their talks (see below).

The cost of Wooden Money and Tokens is of great concern to 
me, and while I do not object to paying a fair price for new 
issues, I do feel many new issues are over priced; We, the 
Collectors of Wooden Money, must try to discourage the the sale 
of woods that we feel are-too high in price. [I am not referring 
to new issues whose proceeds go to a worth while cause but to 
woods that are privately issued or distributed by one or more 
individuals that make an exorbitant return on there investment. 
Many new issues are coming out at $1 and up per wood or in very 
low quantities to create an artificial market for them. Issues 
$l or more per wood where the money goes to a charity, or other 
good cause, I do not object to, but when the money goes to an 
individual, for their own use, I feel that only harms the hobby. 
As our hobby grows and more collectors seek out the new issues I 
think that we the established collectors should speak out to 
protect our hobby from the harm that over pricing and limited 
issues does to it. Last year a committee was set up to draw up 
GUIDE LINES FOR THE ISSUE OF WOODEN MONEY, and I am sorry to say 
these are not being followed. The problem is not just outside 
Our organization but also within and if we look at United States 
issues that sell for 10 to 25 cents per wood I wonder why our 
issues must sell for more than 50 cents per wood. I urge all 
collectors to take a close look at new issues and decide if they 
feel the price is reasonable or are we being used as a fund 

S raising outlet by others to get all they can out of us. I feel 
that if this practise keeps up it will make collector turn to the 
United States method of collecting only official issues of the 
different cities, towns, or states and all private issues would 
no longer be a collectors item, and I would not like to see this 
happen. As it is now, several members have stopped collecting 
altogether while others have started to specialize in collecting 
only certain issues.
